SR 80 Death Trap’ 


(Editorial from Palm Beach Post) 


Some few years ago, Palm Beach County was plagued 
by a notorious “death trap” at Six-Mile Bridge, on SR 80, in 
the Everglades. Some 18 or 20 persons were killed at that 
fatal crossing within a period of about three months. County 
officials, the public, and newspapers got up in arms and de- 
manded that the State Road Dept. do something about elim- 
inating the death trap there. 

After a period of time, the county put flashing lights at 
each end of the perilous bridge, and, some time later, due to 
pressure from various sources, the SRD got busy, let con- 
tracts, eliminated the span and straightened. the road to 
knock out the dangerous right angle turn that had brought 
death to a score or more, and injury to others, in a short 
period of time. 

Now Palm Beach County has been harboring another 
“death trap.” 

This new one is at the intersection of SR 80 (Southern 
Blvd. extension) and SR 7, which starts at Okeechobee Rd. 
some eight miles west of the city, and goes to Hollywood and 
Miami. Recently, the SRD constructed a new, wide concrete 
bridge over the West Palm Beach Canal at the intersection of 
the two heavily traveled highways, eliminating the old, nar- 
row wooden bridge upon which also had occured several bad 

` accidents in recent months. 

But, what happened? Drivers, informed they now had a 
wide, smooth concrete bridge eeross the canal on SR 7, pro- 
ceeded, many of them, to go soaring across SR 80 without 
stopping at all, and the result was several bad crashes with at 
least two deaths within two days. 

So, another death trap was formed. Then the County 
Commission asked the SRD to place a traffic light at the 
dangerous intersection, but was informed that the State de- 
partment never operated such lights on highways. 

Then, the Courity Commission, at the instigation of Com- 
missioner Paul Rardin, Canal Point, voted to place the light 
there at county cost, and attempt to at least minimize the 
present death trap there. 

The County Commission is to be commended for this 
stand, and it is fervently hoped that the new traffic light 
there will prove efficient in halting accidents at this new 
“death trap.“

Muek City Road To 
Get Federal Aid 


Designation of a portion of Muck 
City Road in the Everglades as a 
Federal aid project was announced 
this week by Commissioner Paul 
Rardin. 

Rardin had previously designat- 
ed a portion of the road from Peli- 
ean. Lake Village to Conners High- 
way, as a link, to be built with 
funds returned to the county from 
gasoline taxes. 

Under the designation announc-| 
ed this week, that portion of the 
road planned for construction will 
be eligible for federal aid. 

In connection with another Ever- 
glades road—a link between State| 
Roads 717 and 15, Commissioner 
Rardin told the county board that 
both Agriculture Commissioner 
Nathan Mayo and ClMf Green, 
superintendent of the state prison 
farm, have recommended to the 
state that 100 feet of right of way 
be given to the county. The right 
of way will come from state owned 
lands on which the prison farm is 
located.
